S,R.O. 147.—In pursuance of sub-rule (2) of rule 11 

of the Armed Forces Headquarters Civil Seivice Rules, 
1968, the Central Government, in consultation with the 
Union Public Service Commission, hereby makes the 
following regulations, namely :— 

1. Short title and commencements .—(1) These regula¬ 

tions may be called the Armed Forces Head¬ 
quarters Civil Service (Prmotion to the Grade of 
Director) Regulations, 1987. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Definitions.—(1) In these regulations, unless the con¬ 
text otherwise requires 

(a) “eligible officer” means an officer eligible to be 
considered for appointment to the Grade of Director 
referred to in the Third Schedule to the rules, as on the 
1st October of the year in which the Select List is p r epared; 

(b) “field of seleciiou" mean s the list of eligible officers 
arranged in the order of their seniority, from which a 
selection shall be made for inclusion in the Select List; 

(c) “rules” means the Armed Forces Headquarters 
Civil Service Rules. 1968; 
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(d) “Select List” incans the list eligible officeis con¬ 
sidered fit for appointment to the Grade of Director and 
prepared in accordance with regulation 4; 

(c) “Selection Board” means a Board constituted in 
accordance with lcgulation 3. 

(2) All other words and expressions used in these re¬ 
gulations and not defined herein shall have the meanings 
icspectively assigned to them in the rules. 

3. Constitution of the Selection Board il) The Central 
Government^ shall constitute a Selection Board for making 
selections for promotion to the Grade of Director which 
shall comprise— 

(i) The Chairman oi a Member of the Commissioner; 

(u) Additional Secretary ipeharge of Armed Forces 
Headqunrtcis Civilian Establishment, Ministry of 
Defence; 

(iii) a representative each of the Army Headquarters, 
Air Headquarter and Naval Headquarters not 
below the status of a Lieutenant General and 
equivalent; 

(iv) Chief Administrative Officer, Ministry of Defence. 

- (2) The Chairman or u Member of the Commission shall 
pieside at all meetings of the Selection Boaid. 

4. Pieparution of the Select List (1) Selection List foi 
promotion to the Grade of Director shall be prepared at 
least once every year if on the 1st October of the year 
the number of officers included in the Select List of that 
Gn*de is below the strength determined under sub-iegu- 
lalion (2). 

(2) The sliength oi office] s to be included in the Select 
list foi the Grade of Director shall be determined fiom 
time to time by the Central Government. 

(3) The names of officers who fulfil the eligibility condi¬ 
tions prescribed lor promotion to the gade of DirectOi shall 
be arranged in a single seniority list. 

(4) 'I he field of selection shall ordinarily extend from 
thice to five times the number of officers to be included 
in the Select LisH, in accordance with the instructions issued 
by the Gove lament of India. 

(5) The Selection Board shall classify such of the offi¬ 
cers included in the field of selection os ore considered fit 
for appointment to the Grade of Director as "Outstanding’’ 
"Verv Good" or "Good”, on the basis of merit. 

Note :—While considering the cases of officers belonging 
to the Schedule Castes and Scheduled Tribes, the Selection 
Board shall be guided by such instructions as may be issued 
by the Central Government from time to time. 

(6) The recommendations of the Selection Board refer- 
ted to in regulation 3, together with upp-tO'dfite confiden¬ 
tial records of the concerned officers and such other infor¬ 
mation as may be relevant shall be forwarded to the Com¬ 
mission for their advise, unless, such reference is not neces¬ 
sary under the Union Public Service Commission (Exemp¬ 
tion from Consultation) Regulations^ 1958. 

(7) Subject to the orders of the Cential Government, the 
recommendations of the Commission us Tegards classifica¬ 
tion shall be accepted. 

(8) The Select List shall be prepared bv including the 
requited number o_f names first from amongst die officers 
classified as “Outstanding^ then from amongst those simi¬ 
larly classified as "Very Good” and thereafter from amognst 
those similar classified “Good”. The names shall be arrang¬ 
ed, iutei-se, within each category in the oulei of their 
senioiity. 

(9) The Select List prepared in the above manner shall 
be issued by the Chief Administrative Officer. Ministry of 
Defence. 
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5, Removal of names from the Select List (1) Subject to 
tfic exceptions made under sub-regulation 13), an officer in¬ 
cluded in the Select List for the Grade of Diiector shall 
continue to be shown therein till he is subsffinlively ap¬ 

pointed to that Grade. 

(2) Officers included in the Select List foi the Grade of 

Director who cannot be appointed to that Grade oi who 

are reveited therefrom, for want of vacancies, shull con¬ 
tinue to be included in the Select List anj retain the 

seniority assigned to them in the List. 

(3) The names of peisons of the following categories 

shall be icmoved from the Select List for the Cirdac of 
Director ;— 

(a) persons substantively appointed to that grade; 

(bj persons transferred substantively to another Ser¬ 
vice or post; 

tc) persons who die oi retiie from seiviee or whose 
services are otherwise teiminated; 

(d) (i) persons who are reverted therefrom as a result 
of n_ departmental enquiry or proceedings undei 
the Central Civil Services (Classification Control 
and Appeal) Rules, 1965; 

(ii) persons who on an annual review of the 
Select List are found because of deterioration in 
their record or conduct or both since inclusion in 
the Select List, to have fallen below the requiicd 
standard.
